FOES OF THE LEVEES. 


Sources of Danger to the Astificial 
Banks Along the Mississippi. 
“People who know little about our 
system of levees, the artificial banks 
bnilt to confine the flood waters that 
pour into the Mississippi, no doubt 
imagine that the heavy rains are the 
only enemy with which the levees have 
to contend,” said a Baton Rouge man. 
“On the contrary, the, levees, both 
during times of flood and low water, 
are subject to the incessant attacks of 
living foes, the destructive work, of 
which costs millions of dollars. These 
foes are alligators, turtles, muskrats, 
field rats, fresh water terrapin and 
crawfish. Of all these burrowers that 
prey on the levees, excavating within 
them goodly chagnbers or tunnels, the 
crawfish do the most damage, with the 
turtles and terrapins a good second. 
The harm done by the alligators is 

comparatively small. ‘ 

“In repaifing the banks crawfish 
holes are often found of immense size. 
It is these hollow spaces that in time 
of freshets cause a caving in and break 
of the levees, which of course’ bring 
on an inundation of all the adjacent 
country. The worst part of the busi- 
ness is that no way of exterminating 
"These pesis” iis’ yet been rotind; “anu 
the only thing to be done is to try to 
Keep them away from the banks as 
much as possible.”

Mrs. Humphry Ward's Letter to the 
London Times, 
In glancing over Mrs. Humphry 


Ward's letter to the London Times 


the thoughtful Ameriean reader must 


be struck with two points: First, the 


gulf which separates the woman suf- 


frage question in England and Amer- 
jen, and, second, the evidently super 
ficial knowledge that Mrs. Ward car- 


ted,away with her with regard to ‘the 


present status of the issue on this side 
On one ‘point, how- 


The methods employed by the suf- 
fragettes have been a decided dis- 
advantage to the movement among 
American women. By descending to 
Englishmen’s vociferous street meth- 
ods of claiming their rjghts they have 
placed themselves and the cause they 
represent in an illogical attitude. 
Women ever have urged that their ad- 
mittance to the rights of citizenship 
must. tend to improve politics, and 
those who stand for human dignity 
and higher aspirations must ‘neces- 
sarily shrink from espousing a cause, 
however righteous, that must place 
them under a necessity of appearing 
to indorse lawlessness. That their 
course was advised, as stated, by great 
liberal leaders is no excuse for women 
of good judgment, and the same Amer 
fean women who want the vote not 
only as a matter of abstract right, but 
principally because of a much felt 
need in the equalization of working 
women’s and’ children’s oportunities, 
must deprecate as derogatory the turn 
given to the movement in Great Brit- 
ain, even though it prove successful. 

This much having been said, and to 
return to Mrs. Ward’s letter, it {8 well 
to note the distinguished writer al- 
ready enjoys municipal and educa- 
tional franchise, and is recognized by 
her government as eligible and com- 
petent to sit on city, county and school 
boards. [or all purposes of local work 
she is enfranchised. When she deals 
with the subject of woman suffrage in 
England she is therefore dealing with 
something totally different from that 
of woman suffrage as it stands today 
in America. The-.question before the 
English people is whether the last step 
in the ascent of women shall be taken, 
The question as it stands in most 
sthtes of America is whether any step 
at all in the ascent of women is wise. 
Indeed, viewed in, this light, Mrs. 
Ward’s letter seems one fong advocacy 
of municipal suffrage for women. 

There is hardly a line in the entire 
letter but conveys the impression that 
women today have found their highest 
usefulness in educational and civic 
matters, a fact recognized in England 
by the privilege of municipal citizen- 
ship. This being granted, her view is 
that they should be satisfied tind leave 
parliamentary suffrage—that is, control 
of national and international. affairs— 
to men. This is the point reached by 
the discussion in England, but it is 
not that which it has reached here, and 
-to confuse the two situations is likely 
not only to obscure the issue, but to 
lead to misunderstanding.

PTOMAINE POISONING. 


How to Prevent It In Meat, rich and 
Crabs. 


The reports of cases of ptomaine 
Leon from éating crabs should 
watning to housekeepers and 

xe as to all kinds_of ptomanic 


Mangus, A ptomaine is not a mi- 


crobe, but is the product of a mi- 
érobe, as all grain alcohol is the 
product of fermentation, ,caused by 
the yeast microbe, which changes 
sugar into aléohol. Alcohol itself. is, 
therefore, a ptomaine, but as to its 
poisonous efiects opinions will con- 
tinue to differ. Vinegar is anoiher 
ptomaine, @he product of the microbe 
Mycoderma aceie. This ptomaine is 
not dangerous when properly used. 
But there are many dangerous pto- 
maines, the products of various 
putrefactive microbes. The microbes 
themselveg may aiways be killed by 


boiling,” but ptomaines may not be 
so killed, as boiled‘ aleohol is’ still 
aleohol. The orly sure way says The 


Baltimore American, to prevent pto- 
maine poisoning in meat, fish, crabs 
or any other article of diet is to kill 
the microbes and thus prevent the 
production of ptomaine. 

Crabs are not healthy unless killed 
by severe and sudden heat, as by 
being thrown alive into buijing water. 
his practice appears to be cruel, 
but it is just the contrary, as the hot 
water causes the crab to lose con- 
sciousness instantly and its suffering 
ceases at once. And any crab killed 
by boiling water can be eaten with 
perfect safety. 

If crabs are kept six hours after 
boiling, they should be. boiled again 
for at least a few moments, after 
which they may be kept safely for 
another six hours. Then they should 
be boiled again, for the same reason 

before, to prevent the production 
o1 ptomaine. It is not safe to keep 
crabs, fish, meats or any other cook- 
ed articles of food longer than six 
or eight hours without reboiling, 
even if kept on ice. 

Ice retards the ~work of microbes, 
but does not kill the microbe or stop 
his work. In fact, unless the greatest 
care is taken by the housekeeper an 
ice ¢hest may become a most dan 
gerous incubator of microbes. : 

Water made boiling hot is man’s 
best defence against his infinitesimal 
but often fatal enemy, since no mi- 
crobe can survive contact with it.

Provide yourself 
with a block of magnesia of the best 
quality and go faithfully over the fabric, 
not missing a stitch, using the, block 
itself as a rubber, Lay this aside and 
rub—still gently—with a clean complex- 
ion brush, working the alkaline powder 
into the muslin. Without blowing it off, 
put the garment away in a close box 
for two days. Then shake, brush, 
and hang in the wind. If you have spill- 
ed ice cream or ice-cream soda on the 
waist or skirt, the base of the spot is 
grease. Apply the magnesia. It has-lov- 
ing affinity for oils of al) kinds, 

If you must wash colored organdies 
and lawns, set the colors after you have 
removed grease and grime as far as the 
magnesia will do it. One word here: It 
is a good plan to rub oily blemishes on 
table linen and wearing apparel with 
chalk or magnesia before they go into 
the wash. I carried home once when a 
child. what I thought was a funny tale 
of an old lady not remarkable for neat 
housewifery, who called out: “Sally! 
quick! the chalk!" as the cloth was 
laid for dinner and she espied a great 
grease spbt left from a former meal. 

“And a very wise thing it was!"’ com- 
mented my mother, who hated gossip. 
‘The chalk loosens the grease and dirt
